George Smith Works a Fraction Slower hut with 
More Weight Dp— Eatonia’s Big Race Takes 
on a More Open Aspect.

Cincinnati, O., June 13. — Latonia will innugiirate 
tomorrow Its summer s«>ason of racing under condi- 
tions most flattering for the suc«s'ss of the sport. 
Ac«s»nliiig to tlie track suiierintendeiit’s Dihiila- 
tlon, there will be available close to 900 horses to 
take imrt in the racing. Most of tliem are in fit 
racing condition and include the cracks that have 
been seen under colors on other Kentucky courses 
since the ois'iiing of the season. Ijoeal interest in 
the siHirt this seas<>n upiH>ars gn-ater tlian in former 
years and a reeord- breaking crowd is expected to 
be in :itteiidance for the o{>ening. 

Ideal conditions prevail at present, the track 
particularly being in an excellent state. 

Numerous improvements on the plant since last 
fall have addl'd greatl.v to the completeness and 
beauty of the course. The new bridge s(uinning tlie 
lake in the infield was put up at a cost of over 
$10,000 and is of stei-1 and concrete. The new 
stables are also erected along sulistuntial lines and 
are commodious. 

Hustle and activity prevailed at the course most 
of the day because of the constant arrivals, the 
bulk of the horses from Louisville reaching the 
track in the afternoon. 

Secretary I'earce’s opening offering, while light 
In number of starters for the different races, should 
result in exc-ellent sitort. The Inaugural Handicap, 
with $2,000 added, at one mile and a sixteenth, 
which features the canl, will bring together many 
stars, including Ed Crumi), winners of this year’s 
rich Kentucky Handicap. 

While considerable interest is displayed in to- 
morrow’s u|)cning the “day of all day's” will be 
^turday, June 17, when the I.4itonia Derby is si't 
for dei-ision. This is the last of the Kentiiekv fix- 
tures to which any of tlie associations aild $io,000. 
'The race at first n*gardcd as almost a gift for 
George Smith, winner of the Kentucky Derby, has 
now taken on a complex ap|H‘aranee, due to the 
gowl form rei-eiitly shown by several of the starters 
John W. Schorr feels sanguine that Dick Williams 
will take the measure of the Sanford crack, and 
trainer Wallace is likewise confident Big Smoke 
will give the eastern-owned three-year-old a royal 
struggle for the honors. 

Big Smoke was worked a mile and a half this 
morning in 2:33%, the fractional time as follows: 
Quarter mile in 25, half mile in 49, thns'-quarters 
in I:!,*!, mile in 1 :4«%, The colt finished fresh. 

George Smith with his full Derby weight up, 127 
pounds, went the mih' and a half this morning in 
2:34, the fractional time being us follows: quarter, 
23%; half, 4K; three-quarters, 1:14; mile, 1:40;

In addition to the above, Ilodge, Franklin, Jack 
O’Dowd, Votary and Old Koenig are regarded as 
probable starters in the Derby. Dr. Moore, wliich 
is carded to start tomorrow will probably not fill 
his engagement, as he suffered a slight mishap on 
his way here from Ixiuisville.

EVERYTHING IN READINESS AT LATONIA. 



George Smith and Some of His Probable Latonia 
Derby Opponents Next Saturday. 



Latonia, Ky., June 13. — All the prominent candi- 
dates and probable starters in the Latonia Derby 
to be run next Saturday are daily taking their 
regular work at this track. 

The noted black colt, George Smith, could not 
IKissibly be doing better than he is at pn*sent in 
his preparation and he apiiears to the eye as 

perfectly fit in every way to run a mile and a 
half race. 

Franklin and Dodge, the two candidates of J. S. 
Ward’s stable, are also apparently us fit as a fid- 
dle for the coming big race. Both of them seem 
to have any amount of siK'cd in their morning 
exerclsi" and, as far as going the distance of the 
Derby is concerned, it would seem now that Dwlge 
is as equal to such a task as his gooil-lnoking 

Hiestnut stablemate. It is more than probable that 
Ward will run both his three-year-olds next Satur- 
day. 

Since his last race at Douglas Park J. W. Schorr’s 
Dick Williams has liMimed uii as a menacing starter. 
In that race he Is-at such high-class older horses 

as lliKlge, Solar Star and John Guild, and in that 

race as well as his other exhibitions at Ismis- 
ville, show'ed a marked liking for a long route of 
ground. Like Ward, it is probable that the Schorr 
stable will also have a coujileil entry in the Derby, 
Ellison running as a stablemate to Dick W’illiams. 

The arrival of H. P. Whitney’s Derby starter is 
now expected hourly from the east and the repres- 
entative he will si'nd on to carry his colors may be 
either Bromo or Chicle. 

Another certain starter in the event that has 
shown vast improvement in his last races is the 
Cincinnati named colt. Jack O’Dowd, and this son 
of Peter Pan may turn up the big surfirisc of the 
rich stake. 

It can be set down as a certainty that probably 
the greatest crowd that has ever witnessed the La- 
tonia Derby will si>e the event run this year. 

The meeting beginning tomorrow runs for twen- 
ty-four racing days, ending on Tuesday, July 11. 
One of the closing features of the coming great 
meeting is the Cincinnati Trophy, rei’ognized as the 
richest of all two-year-old races now decided on the 
Kentiick}’ turf. It has this year the huge number 
of 121 noniinatioiis and the cnuim of the two-year- 
olds develoiied this year in this state are eligible 
to the big race. 

Manager John Hachmeister sets almost as great 
store on the Cincinnati 'Trophy as he does on the 
Latonia Di'rby. 

E. R. Bradley has at present one of the smallest 
stab'es in numbers that he has campaigned in re- 
ii'iit years. The cyclone accident near Cincinnati 
last year removed several prominent members of 
his string by death and injury from future par- 
ticipation in racing and, previous to that, being 
what he thought then a bit overstocked in his 
stable, he had disposed of some of his yearlings 
that he would not have otherwise sold. He now 
has but nine horses at the Latonia track. Next 
year Bradley will be buck again with his usual 
heavy string of horses providing nothing happens 
to his yearling crop of this year. 

TriiniT Janies Everman brought twelve horses 
to Latonia from Louisville. All are ready to race 
with the exception of the six-year-old muK Flondo, 
wliich he is anxious to disiiose of for the stud. 
Floiida has never raced and Everman did not put 
her in training until this year. She was never 
broken as a two-year-old and as a consisiuence he 
concluded to try her as a brooilniare. She had a 
foal last year, a colt by Transvaal, that died when 
he was twenty days old. He had her mated again, 
but failing to prove in foal, he put her in training 
this spring. He thinks she is good enough to win 
cheap races, but N*iiig so riclily bred, he thought 
he would rather dispose of her to some breeder and 
give her an early chance in the stud. Her dam is 
a sister to the great race horse Libertine. 



GEN. WOOD’S BRAISE OF HIGH BREEDING. 



It is well known that Major-General Leonard 
WiMxl is an ardent believer in the value of the thor- 
oughbred for government uses. In an Interview last 
week he said: 

“I am sorry that the apjiropriation for exiieri- 
mental work in horse briiediiig at Front Royal and 
other stations under governmental supervision has 
lieen curtailed from the $.50,000, at which it was 
originally placed, to $25,000, and we, in the ser- 
vice, who know the necessity of having an ade- 
quate supply of cavalry remounts are hopeful that 
the Pittman-Scully bill asking for an appropria- 
tion of $200,000 for the iilaciug of stallions of the 
proper tyi>e in different states of the Union, where 
the farmers may have access to them will be ap- 
proved. 

“'riiough the work which has been done to date 
by the government has lieen lieneficial. it has un- 
doubtedly lieen a costly experiment. It is safe to 
say that from all the stations we have not had 
more than one thous:tnd liorscs a year. As the ci>st 
of maintaining the stations would aggregate prob- 
ably $300,000, this figuring the cost of the ani- 
mals, gives us tiic price of more than $500 for the 
finished product, and in the end we do not get a 
top-notch horse. 

“If we could place the proper sort of sire — and 
when I say that I mean the thoroughbred — in the 
horse brt'cding communities, and the government 
would pay the farmer, say, $200 for his three- 
year-old in the autumn, botli the government and 
the farmer would benefit by such an arrange- 
ment. 

“The farmer should give an option on the progeny 
of every mare bred to one of our sires, and if soi'd 
to the government no stud fee would be charged. 
If he had a desire to develop the animal for a 
hunter or saddle horse, then the fee, which should 
lie a small one, should be paid. Only mares which 
would be approved by government inspectors sliould 
be bred. 

“All Inspection of lioth males and females should 
be made under the cavalry bcancli of the array, and 
the quartermaster general should have control, 
(’are should, of course, be exercisi'd ii» the selec- 
tion of the sire, and only those of good constitu- 
tions. ainiiible disiiositioiis, propi-r conformation, 
and with the right kind of lione, should be utilized. 

“I believe in the tlionuighbred horse absolutely 
for an officer’s mount, with the half-bred for the 
tr<K>iK-r. Of course, the stallion should not have 
liecn raw'd much as a two-year-old, us this system 
I iM'lieve, tends to make nervous wri'cks out of 
many of our horses, besides leading to unsoundness 
and I am such a Is'liever in maturity before asking 
for a crucial test that I would not extiect the 
priqier kind of service out of our troopers before 
their five-year-old form. As a matter of fact, a 
well-pn*pared and seasoned five-year-old should be 
good for twelve years of efficient service. 

“I have had a great deal to do with thoroughbred 
horses and have three of them here at the island 
now. one by Rwk Sand, one by First t'ord. and 
another by Octagon. My daiiKliter has ridden thor- 
oughbred stallions ever siin-e she was ten .vears 
old. and she has found them tructible and delight- 
ful mounts in ever,v way. In my opiiiiou. they are 
nnappniached as foiiiidution stock for the general 
improvement of all branches of the equine family. 
They have the qualities we seek to incorporate into 
our horses, and we are only following in the foot- 
steps of foreign countries when we utilize them.

Montreal. Que.,_ June 13. — The Montreal Jockey 
Club’s first meeting of the present year came to 
a close with the running of today’s program. Tlie 
racing was under most pleasant conditions, tlie 
weather being bright and warm and the track 
in fairly good condition, especially on the inside. 

The feature rac-e. the Jacques Cartier Stakes, 
furnished one of the best contests: run over the 
<*ourse. There were only four starters and they 
pas.se<l the judges so closely aligned that It was 
inipiwsible to tell which had won until the official 
placing was displayed. The winner turned up in 
Phil Ungar. which came from last place to win 
by a head from Water Ixidy, which was a nose in 
advance of Sqneeler. W'ater Lady was undoubtedly 
best and would Imve won with a more competent 
rider, but Mountain messi'd her about all the way 
and gave her a weak finish. The Jacques Cartier 
Stakes was under selling conditions and the win- 
ner entered to be sold for $2„5(X). William Garth, 
an arrival this morning, hid him up to $3,305. 

Over fifty wounded soldiers being cared for by 
the Khaki league were guests of the management 
of the Montreal Jockey Club at Blue Bonnets this 
afternopn and greatly enjoyed tlie sport. They 
were conducted to the track by Mr. James Cleg, 
horn on a special car provided for the occasion, 
Mr. Colin Campbell received them at the gate and 
spoke a few welcoming words, which the soldiers 
reciprocated with three hearty cheers.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

A dispatch from General Persliing’s headquarters 
in Mexieo says; Tlie finisliing blow was given to 
the largest surviving liand of Villa followers in 
Cliihiialma at daylight June 9 by twenty men of the 
Tiiirteentii United States cavalr.v under Capt. Otto 
W. Retliorse in a dasliing can.von fight tweut.v miles 
north of Santa Clara, near lien*. The Ain'ericans 
were unhurt. Tlie .Americans routed twent.v-five 
Villa iKindits, killing three, wounding several and 
capturing all their horses ,-ind saddles, some rifles 
nnd s«‘ver:il thousand rounds of ammunition, crip- 
pling tlie band <-onipletely. .V night ride brought 
the .Americans into tlie «-anon at daybiamk, where 
the.v followed fresh horse tracks. Riding at a 
gallop they ronndeil a turn within 260 yards of the 
bandits encani|ied in a grove of pines. It was a 
complete siiriirise. There was a headlong rusli 
among the A' ilia followers, who. half-cbid. fought 
from lichind trees. The .Americans dismounted 

nnd within three minutes had routed the bandits, 
who ahiuidoned ever.vthing and sought refuge in 
the moiiiitaiiis. For four hours the .Americans con- 
tinued the imrsiiit. climbing over the mountains 
afoot and fighting from the shelter of the ris-ks. 
Si'ViTal Mexicans were shot, but neither tlieir 
Isslies nor the wounded wen* rei-overed. Returning 
to tlie Mexican bivouac the Americans added the 



I audits’ breakfast to their own repast, 'riie bandits 
had onl.v Is-ef and cofTee. mds band is said to have 
lieen tlie largest surviving reniiiant of the force of 
Candeiaria Cervantes, who was killed lliree weeks 
ago in a brush with .Auiericaiis. regarded as the 
most iniiKirtant aceomplisiiiuent of the campaign. 

.A dispatch of yesterday from I’etrograd says: 
Hurtling westward with seeming superhuman A'igor, 
the Russian armies of General Briissiloff are now 
hammering their way to I>*inberg, the (Jalician capi- 
tal. in giant strides. The demoralized Austrian de- 
fenders are rolling hack liefon* them. It is esti- 
mated tliat more than one- third of the men in Aus- 
trian armies on the east front have been killed, 
wounded or taken prisoners since the giant offensive 
started June 4. Approximately 126,060 men and 
officers hax’e lieen imprisoned to date. In actions 
siu-h as the Russians are engaged the estimate of 
the conservative critics is two killeil or injured for 
ever.v prisoner. This would mean that a total of 
3(50.000 Austrians have lieen put out of the fighting 
since June 4. The Austrian army on the east front 
had been variously estimated at from 700.000 to 
1.000 000 men. The new Russian line now makes a 
deep U into the region toward Kovel. Every mile 
here is a double gain. It drives the -Austrians back 
and at the same time makes the positions of the 
Germans on the line toward Riga less tenable. In 
the south the armies of the i-zar are kno<-king at 
the gates of Czernowitz and the rich country be- 
yond. Unofficial reports are that Czernowitz already 
has been taken. This has not been confirmed. 

From Ixindon a dispatch of yesterday says: ^ 

rapid was the advance of the Russian armies in 
the region of Lutsk that the Austrians in several 
instances did not even have time to fire the guns 
the.v liad loaded, according to a Petrograd dispatch 
tiKlay. In these instances the Russians appnipriated 
the guns wliere they stiKKl, turned tliem right about 
ami iHiured their ileadl.v hail into the fleeing men. 
The prospect of Roumania joining the ;illies in the 
war against the central iiowers is growing daily 
with the advance of the Russian armies into Buko- 
wina, according to reiKirts in diplomatic circles 
here. The sympathies of Roumania are said to be 
pninouncedly with the allies. She has been holding 
off due . to her ec*onomic dependance on Germany. 

Mrs. .Anna Dollie Ledgerw'ood Matters, Charles 
T. Mellon and Harr.v Edwards were placed on trial 
yesterday before Judge Thomson on a charge of 
producing a false heir in the Probate Court. They 
were tried and acquitted several weeks ago of con- 
spiracy to foist a spurious heir on the court. Se- 
lection of jurors was liegun. The trio was placed 
on trial after Attorney Jospeh R. Burres’ motion 
for a separate trial in behalf of Mrs. Matters and 
Edwards had been overruled. 

President Wilson sent to the senate yesterday 
a report of Secretary Lansing, saying American 
citizens and their property in Ireland were being 
protected under international law, tliat tlie Irish 
disturbances were ceasing and that it was hoped 
there would be few, if any, further arrests and de- 
tritions of Americans. Tlie report was in response 
to a senate resolution passed on after the Dublin 
uprising, asking what steps had been taken to pro- 
tect Americans there. 

Fifteen hundred additional troops were mobilized 
yesterdaj' for Mexican service in view of continuwl 
reiKirls of anti-American demonstrations in Mexico 
and iMiidit raids on Texas territory. Ten com- 
panies of isiast artillery, drawn from fortifications 
between Portland. Me., and Sandy Hook, and a 
battalion of engineers from the liarracks in Wash- 
ington were under orders to join General Pershing’s 
army and assist in guarding against further border 
raids near Laredo. 

The regular army was Increased by the addition 
of 125 second lieutenants, of all arms of the service 
yesterda.v. This was the number of young men 
who received from the superintendent of the mili- 
tary academy at West Point the diplomas that 
marked their transfer from cadetship to actual army 
service. The I'xercises were held on the west plain 
in the presence of a gathering of distinguished 
visitors from many parts of the country. 

A late dispatch of yesterday from Petrograd 
says: The war office announcement of today that 

the retreat of the Austro-Hungarian and German 
troops along ' the Galician and Valhynian fronts 
is proceeding so rapidly that only a small number 
of prisoners has been captured in addition to those 
previously reported. The total is given as about 
155,700, as compared with approximately 114i700 
announced yesterday. 

Gasoline prices have reached the maximum. They 
will rapidly become lower throughout the coun- 
try. I’rices in Kansas alread.v have dropped from 
21 to 17% (Tilts a gallon. This was the feature 
of evideiKT given at yesterday’s hearing by the 
federal trade commission at AVasIiingtou into the 
“gas” priiT situation. 

Elevator No. 3 of the Northern Central Railway 
Conipany at laiwer Canton, near Balitimore, Mil., 
was destroyed by fire yesterday. Tlie structure 
was loaded with 1,(XIO,000 bushels of grain for ship- 
ment to the allies. 

A Saloniki distiateli of the Radio agency of Paris 
says that allied fleets an' bombarding the southern 
Bulgarian coast from Port Irngos to liedeaghatch. 
Tlie iHipulation is fleeing inlaml, the dispatch says.

bridg(“shir»“ for Mr. Keene. Foxhall was unques- 
tionably “some” horse, but he has alread.v had an 
article to himself, and it is now the turn of his 
cla ssic compatriot. 

Ir(M|uois was a brown tmlt b.v I*eamington out 
of a mare named Alaggie B. B., and first beheld the 
light of day not far from Philadelphia. Iroquois, 
with other of Mr. I*orillard’s budding thorough- 
breds was sent across the Atlantic in 1879, and 
made his first acquaintance with an English track 
in the May of the following year at one of tlie 
Newmarket meetings. His reputation had pre- 
ceded him, and he started favorite for his first 
race, which, moreover, he won easily. He faileii 
to finish among the l(*ading trio in his next race, 
the AA’oodcote Stakes, among the runners for which 
was Voluptuary, which later in life won the Grand 
National. 

The American had no difficulty, however, in de- 
feating his only opponent for a minor stake two 
days afterwards, but was among the “others” in 
the New Stakes at Ascot. Then in the July Stakes 
he got the worst of a fine tussle with Bal Gal, Lord 
Falnioutli’s filly winning by a head, but in the 
same week he easily won the Chesterfield Stakes. 
Odds were laid on him for the Great Kingston 'I8pvo- 
Year-Old Plate at Sandown Park, but on<r again 
he was unplaced. At Goodwood he won the Lavant 
Stakes, but met more than his match in AVandering 
Nun — belonging to the late member for Wimbledon 
— in the Findon Stakes. 

It was not expected that lie would seriously 
trouble Bal Gal, which had been displaying great 
form, in the Champagne Stakes at Doncaster, in 
which he was unplaced ; while he also ran poorly 
in the Hopeful Stakes at Newmarket in the au- 
tumn. His final effort of the season was made in 
the Clearwell Stakes at the Second October meet- 
ing, in which he again ran up against the almost 
invincible Bal Gal. It will thus be seen that Iro- 
((uois altogether ran a dozen times us a juvenile 
winning on four occasions. 

Ir(M|uois opened his second season in the Two 
Thousand. He' was .in anything but good (Hindi- 
tion, and it whs not astonishing in the circum- 
stances that .50 to 1 was offered against him. AVhat 
was astonishing was the bold bid which he made 
for victory, the only animal to finish in front of 
him being Peregrine, which had not run previously. 
Peregrine subsequently became a warm favorite for 
the Derby. Among those who favored the chance 
of Iroquois, however, was Fred .Archer, who had 
ridden a horse belonging to Lord Falmouth, known 
as Golden Plover, In the first of the classic rairs. 
The famous jockey, indird, went so far as to ask 
Pincus, who trained Iroquois, to let him have the 
mount at Epsom, nnd not unnaturally the request 
was readily granted. 

A victory in the Newmarket Stakes, in which 
he was oiiposed only by Lennoxlove, was followed 
by a “walk-over” for the Burwell Plate. Then 
came Epsom, by which time Iroquois had improved 
(onsiderably and had developed into a pronounced 
fancy, though Peregrine maintained his iiosition at 
the head of the market riglit to the end. Just 
the barest shade of odds were obtainable by friends 
of the Two Thousand hero, Iroiiuois being seimd 
in reaiuest at 11 to 2 against. It may here be 
noted that America supplied two other candidates 
in Don Fulano and Marshal Macdonald, both of 
wliicii carried the colors of Mr. Keene. 

The contest attracted numerous Americans to 
Epsom, though Mr. Ixirillard was not of their nnm- 
lier. The race itself does not irquire much notice. 
Peregrine had been lying handy during most of 
the journey, and eventually joined the leading band, 
but when asked for a greater effort he swerved. 
This gave Irt^uois his opportunity and he drew 
up on the inside. A furlong from home the issue 
rested with the two favorites; but it was soon de- 
cided. On<T Iroquois gained the lead he refused 
to be deprived of it, and passed the winning post 
a half length ahead of the favorite. Lord Rose- 
bery’s Town Moor being third, two lengths away. 
The victory created great satisfaction in America, 
there being rare jubilation in AVall street. 

Much of the credit for the victory went to .Archer, 
who had ridden one of his best races. In whicli 
connection an amusing story was going the rounds 
at the time. On the day following the race the 
successful jockey happened to be in the weighing 
room enclosure when an enthusiastic American 
whom Archer had never seen in his life addressed 
him thusly: “Look.herp, Mr. Archer; If you will 

(»me over to the States with me and allow yourself 
to be exhibited for two months you can have ten 
tho'.isand pounds before you start.” Archer, how- 
ever, sta.ved in England. 

.At Ascot Iroquois won both the Prince of Wales’ 
Stakes and the St. James’ Palace Stakes, though 
in the latter he only beat I*eon, to which the opiio- 
siti'jn was confined, by a neck. He was not seen 
out again until the -St. Iieger, for wlilch he started 
favorite at 2 to 1 against, 'rhis he won by a 
length from Geologist, with Lucy Glitters third, 
among those in tlie rear being his old opponent, 
Bal Gal. A •couple of months later he took part 
in the Chan.plon Stakes, in which the Derby winner 
of the previous year. Bend Or, also compatiHl. Odds 
were laid on the four-year-old, which won by three- 
quarters of a length from Scobell, Iroi|uois filling 
third place. With a victory over Ishmael and a 
couple of others in the Newmarket Derby, the 
racing career of Iroquois came to a close. Subse- 
quently he returned to the land of his birth and 
entered upon stud life. If he achieved nothing 
sensational in his new sphere he was anything but 
a failure. — “J. F. P.,” In London Sporting Life.
